M orse has made $7,500,000 since he 
was released from che Tombs on June 
17, canceling all his indebtedness ex­ 
cept $,*00,000 
which he expects

clear away in a short tim e. 
For th e first tim e since his con­ 
viction on a charge of violating the 
national banking laws he discussed 
his case with great /freedom today. 
“.Martin W. 'Littleton, my counsel, 
tells me . tholt my chances of acquit­ 
tal are ninety-nine out of one hun­ 
dred,’' he said. “And from that may be 
judged the feeling with which I face 
the future proceediintgs.” 
Then he went into the motives and 
causes iwderlyiing 
his 
indictm ent, 
crediting it to Theodore Roosevelt’s 
desire to find a suitable “scapegoat" 
for the panic of 1907, and its effects, 
in which Morse's -fortune of $22,000,- 
000 was swept away. 
“Your friends,” Mr. Morse -was told, 
‘say you 
have raised $7,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 since your release and th at 
you have applied this to your indebt­ 
edness." 
Faying His Debts.
